The Watch Committee met on 21 October to review the 
Soviet Bloc military situation in the light of developments 
in Cuba . 

1. We conclude that although Soviet plans with respect to 
Cuba, and possibly Berlin, may have been timed to coincide 
with the normal annual training cycle which brings Soviet 
Bloc forces to the highest state of training in the year, 
there is no evidence of exceptional measures to increase 
general operational readiness.
